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REMARKS 

Amendments to the Specification 

Applicants wish to bring to the attention of the Examiner a marked-up replacement paragraph 
presented in the section entitled "AMENDMENTS TO THE SPECIFICATION" above. This 
paragraph is to replace paragraph [0006] presently recited in the specification. This amendment to 
the specification has been made for the sole purpose of correcting a typographical error — 
specifically, replacing the inadvertently misspelled word other with the adjective outer. (Emphasis 
added.) No new matter has been added by this amendment. 

Amendments to the Claims 

Applicants have amended the claims as follows : 

Claim 1 has been amended for clarity. This amendment does not introduce new matter. 

Claim 9 has been amended in order to replace the previously cited fiber-reinforced limitation 
with the presently recited Acrylonitrile Butadiene Styrene (ABS) limitation. (Emphasis added.) 
Because ABS, recited in line 8 of paragraph 9 of the original specification, is an acronym for 
Acrylonitrile Butadiene Styrene, and would be recognized as such by those of ordinary skill in the 
art, this amendment does not introduce new matter. 

Claims 16-20 have been canceled. 

Claim 21 has been newly added in order to claim the aerodynamical ly shaped hump teaching 
previously recited in independent claim 16. Claim 21 depends from allowed independent claim 1. 
No new matter has been added by this amendment. 

Rejection of Claims 16-20 Under 35 U.S.C. §1 12, Second Paragraph 

The Examiner has indicated that claims 16-20 are "indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention." More 
particularly, the Examiner has indicated that in claim 16, lines 13-18 are "unclear with respect to 
how the first portion extends outwardly from 'the outer face' and how the second portion of the 
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hump is curving gradually inwardly from the first portion to meet 'the outer face' since the hump is 
defined in lines 13 and 14 as being part of the outer face, i.e. the claim appears to be defining the 
hump as part of the outer face and then defining the hump as not being a part of the outer face." 

Applicants have canceled claims 16-20, and therefore, Applicants hereby respectfully submit 
that the outstanding rejection of claims 16-20 has been obviated.
